ROAD DOST IN THE FAESI YAED.—Tho Sum- 


mer season is tho proper time to get road 
tlust for various purposes, such as for the 
privy vault, destroying lico on cattle, lor the 
poultry to dust themselves in, etc. For tho 
privy, that has been sufficiently written up. 
J?or cattle, when they begin to rub them- 
selves, or swing their caudal appendages, 
or lick their backs, ono may begin to BUT* 
inise there is some surface application neo- 
ossiiry, and perhaps Nature's remedy is tho 
best. 
"When tho cows aro dry, tako some 


diist and sprinkle it over them—rub it on 
where it is not likely to stay. If they hav« 
grubs, rub them well with it, and watch the 
result. Dust, 
one must remember, is 


earth freed from moisture, and it must bo 
kept so. Keep iu barrels and in a dry place. 
For poultry, moke a bottom of refuse 
boardb- nailed on stringers, say four by BIX 
feet square, and en the outer edges nail 
narrow strips four or six inches wide, to 
keep tho dust from being rubbed off. A 
roof is needed to keep tho dust dry. Add 
dust to it occasionally, and soo how readily 
they will take to it.
